In general these 
trucks are not very practical nor very fast, already being worn out by the 
war. The other trucks are German war booty and are the best trucks the 
section has. 


be 2nd Special Section (Spec. Vod) includes the vehicles fcr airfield serm 
vicing, divided as follows: 


(L) Vue. (Vodo~ifaSlo~Zapavliolet, which mesn dater, Oil and Service) 
are special trucks used in the winter months to refill the motors 
of the airplanes with warm lubricants anc water (Af water-cooled) 
thus overcoming the difficulties of starting the motors in cold. - 
weather.
